CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—The first of 
the Republican party’s dramatized 


political programs was broadcast 
over radio station WGN last night. 

For a half hour, thrusts at “reg- 
imentation,” “excessive taxation,” 
crop control, the national debt and 
New Deal undertakings — inter- 
spersed with martial music and 
dramatic skits—went out over the 
air. The announced purpose of the 
innovation in the inter-party war- 
fare was “to bring home the ill ef- 
fect of the Government’s policies 
on your lifa and mine.” 


Roosevelt Quoted. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt was quot- 
ed as stating in his 1932 campaign: 
“Stop the deficits.” 

An announcer said the adminis- 
‘tration’s expenditures resulted in a 
$3,575,000,000 deficit on June 30, 
1935; that the New Deal is spend- 
ing $1.95 for each $1 collected; that 
the public debt totals $30,534,000,000. 

John Smith and Mary Jones ap- 
peared at a marriage license bu- 
reau.

“Do you know the national debt 
has a prior lien of everything you 
earn?

He 
planned to present the programs 
from independent stations after the 
two major networks declined to 
rent their facilities for dramatized 
political skits.” 

The program was entitled “Li- 
berty at the Cross Roads.” It was 
financed and sponsored by the Re- 
publican National Committee and 
the Illinois Republican Citizens’ Or- 
ganization. 


MORE WPA FUNDS 
GRANTED 10 MISSOURI 


Most of 8000 Jobs to Go to 
Those Put on Relief 
Since Nov. 1. 


201-205 Keliogg Building. - 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 15. — Harry 
L. Hopkins, WPA Administrator, 
today granted Missouri additional 
WPA funds intended to provide 
8000 more WPA jebs. 

Hitherto Hopkins has held that 
only those employables who were 
on the relief rolls prior to Nov. 
1 could receive jobs. This is thought 
to be the first exception Hopkins 
has made to this deadline. Most of 
the additional WPA jobs will go to 
those who have gone on the relief 
rolls since Nov. 1. 

Senator Truman said that Hop- 
kins had authorized him to inform 
State Relief Administrator Wallace 
Crossley he might use relief funds 
now at his disposal in any way he 
saw fit. This means, according to 
Truman, that Crossley will not be 
under the necessity of making the 
comparatively small amount now 
available stretch out over three 
months, to April 1. 

It would indicate that the admin- 
istration is preparing to enter the 
field of direct relief again. All Fed- 
eral aid for direct relief was ended 
by order of Hopkins on Dec. 1. 
Missouri, like many other states, 
had a balance remaining from pre- 
vious Federal grants.

The Ways and Means Committee 
of the Board of Aldermen will meet 
at 10:30 a. m. tomorrow, to con- 
sider Mayor Dickmann’s bill for 
issuance of $2,250,000 city bonds, for 
the city’s one-fourth share of a 
$9,000,000 start on the $30,000,000 
Jefferson Memorial river front im- 
provement, 

The committee has invited the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, consisting of the Mayor, 
President Mason of the Board of 
Aldermen and Comptroller Nolte, to 
attend its meeting. The Board of 
Estimate approved the bond meas- 
ure last Friday by vote of the 
Mayor and Mason, with Nolte op- 
posing. The Comptroller has since 
issued two statements setting forth 
his arguments against the bill. 

It was the Mayor’s hope that the 
bill could be approved by the Ways 
and Means Committee without de 
lay, and passed by the Aldermen 
this week. The committee, how- 
ever, has taken a critical attitude 
toward the bill. 

Nick Reidy, chairman of the com- 
mittee, repeated yesterday his pre- 
vious declaration that a thorough 
study of the measure should be 
made, and that assurance of fur- 
ther Federal funds, beyond the: $6,- 
750,000 provided in President Roose- 


ort. ie 

ber of the committ 
would not favor the measure, 
ticularly as his ward, the Eleventh, 
voted against the $7,500,000 memo- 
rial bond issue proposal, in the spe- 
cial election of Sept. 10 last. The 
Eleventh Ward voted, 2523 yes and 
3404 no, on the proposal, which 
carried in the city-wide vote by 
123,000 to 50,000. 

Alderman Charles Routledge said 
he would not favor a program 
which might leave the city with “a 
$9,000,000 parking lot on its hands,” 
through failure of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to make a further contri- 
bution. Alderman John R. Slay ex- 
pressed himself against the bill. 
Both are members of the com- 
mittee. 

Alderman Otto Lietchen, another 
member, said he believed enough of 
the aldermen would favor the bill 
to take it out of the committee and 
pass it, if necessary, and that he 
would not oppose it. The other 
members, Aldermen Toberman and 
Warnick, are understood to favor 
the bill. 

Board to Meet Friday. 

The Board holds its next regular 
meeting Friday afternoon. If the 
committee does. not make a report 
on the bill within a reasonable time, 
the Board, on motion of any mem- 
ber, could take the bill out of the 
committee’s hands and bring it to 
a vote. 

Some Aldermen not usually sup- 
porting Mayor Dickmann are un- 
derstood to favor the memorial 
bond issue bill. The arguments 
made against it are, in large part, 
those of Comptroller Nolte, who 
holds that the present plan is not 
legally the same which the voters 
approved when they authorized a 
$7,500,000 bond issue to pay the 
city’s one-fourth of a $30,000,000 
expenditure, the balance to come 
from Washington, 

Nolte holds also that there is no 
assurance of further funds from the 
Federal Government, and that the 
money which would be available for 
purchase of land under the present 
$9,000,000 plan would not suffice for 
that purpose. Of the $6,750,000 Fed- 
eral funds now offered, $3,300,000 
is WPA money, which must be 
spent in employing labor.

Searcher Tells of Finding 


Wreckage 


Only One Wall of Cabin 
Intact—Bodies and Bag- 
gage ‘Scattered All Over’ 
— Followed Trail of 
Debris Through Swamp. 


By the Associated Press. 

GOODWIN, Ark., Jan. 15.—M. E. 
Davis, one of the first to reach the 
wreck of the American Air Lines 
passenger plane, The Southerner, in 
which the crew of the three and 14 
passengers were killed, said: 

“We tried to get in with wagons, 
but they bogged down, so we went 
into the woods on foot. About three 
miles east of Goodwin, we began to 
find bits of canvas on the ground, 
then pieces of metal, and we knew 
we were on the right trail. 

“We followed these clews and 


saw where the trees had been torn | 


up and we picked up bits of plane 
for a distance of 300 yards before 
we came to the wreck itself. It was 
slow going, in boggy ground, much 
of it covered four or five feet deep 
with swamp water. 

“I say we reached the wreckage 
but what it amounted to was find- 
ing the larger pieces of the plane 
with our flashlights. The wings 
were gone, torn to pieces, the mo- 
tors were buried in the ground. 

“The plane and the bodies were 

scattered all over the place, mosi 
of the bodies being near the mo- 
tors. \ 
“It looked as though the plane 
had descended and leveled off at 
the treetops, tnen got into the trees 
and kept right on going as long ‘as 
it could through the trees. 

“There was baggage and mail 
scattered -all over the place. The 
cabin of ‘the plane was gone, just 
one side wall standing. Two bodies 
near the motors looked as though 
they might have been the pilots.”

ONLY WITNESSES

American Air Lines Reports 
Radio Working Until 
Short Time Before Crash 
—Inspector Says Cause 
May Never Be Known.

GOODWIN, Ark., Jan. 15.— 


Seventeen persons were killed last 
night when an American Air Lines 
passenger plane en route from 
New York to Los Angeles crashed 
in a swamp near herey.-—-- -. 

The loss of life was the heavi- 
est on record in an American plane 
crash, 


None aboard the plane survived, 
The list of dead includes 12 men, 
four women and one child. Four- 
teen of them were passengers, 
the other three members of the 
crew. 

Found at Midnight. 

The plane, The Southerner, left 
Memphis about 7 p. m. Twenty- 
five minute later it ripped into 
trees and mud, where it lay until 
searchers found the 17 bodies 
about midnight. ; 

Lake Littlejohn, air inspecto 
for the Department of Commerce, 
said today it would be ‘“practical- 
ly impossible to fix the cause” of 
the crash. There was little of the 
plane intact, wreckage being scat- 
tered over an area 400 yards long 
by 75 yards wide. 

The plane was in charge of 
Pilot Gerald V. Marshall, 40 years 
old, who had been with the com- 
pany since 1928 and who had 9400 
flying hours to his credit. The co- 
pilot was Glenn Freeman, former 
manager of a Joplin (Mo.) airport. 
Miss Perla Gasparini, 23, of Fort 
Worth, Tex., stewardess, was the 
other member of tre crew. 

inquest Held. 

An inquest was held at the scene 
at dawn by J. C. Crawford, aged, 
crippled Coroner of St. Francis 
County. The Coroner was carried 
on a stretcher through the swamps 
and held aloft by four men, stand- 
ing in water, as he examined the 
bodies, heard the testimony of two 
farmers who saw the plane fall and 
made notes in a small book by lan- 
tern light. The Coroner returned a 
verdict that all 17 died “by acciden- 
tal airplane crash.” 

Gaylord Dover of Palestine, Ark., 
testified he was walking along 
Highway 70—which is usuall: fol- 
owed by the transcontinental planes 
across Arkansas—when he saw the 
air liner flying low over thfe adja- 
cent woods. 

“The motor didn’t sound right,” 
he said. “Suddenly, the plane 
dipped down into the trees. The 
motor quit, and the ship disap- 
peared.” 

Glenn Williamson, also of Pales- 
tine, said he was reading at his 
home when he heard “the motor 
sputter,” and looked out a win- 
dow. 

Bodies Removed.

Winthrop W. Aldrich, chairman 
of the Chase National Bank, advo 
cated immediate action by Federal 
Reserve authorities to reduce ex- 
cess reserves of member deposito- 
ries, which, he said, was a matter 
of ‘grave consequence to the finan- 
cial community and to the economic 
welfare of the whole country.” 

James H, Perkins, chairman of 
the National City Bank, told share- 
holders of the difficulties encount- 
ered in “making adequate profits” 
because of the excess of funds and 
lack of borrowers, and a similar 
complaint was made to stockhold- 
ers of the First National Bank by 
Jackson E. Reynolds, president. 

Cheerful About Business. 

In contrast to the pessimistic 
stand taken on these questions, 
however, were the cheerful state- 
ments concerning the business sit- 
tiation in the country. 

“We are pretty optimistic here 

about the trend of business,” Al- 
drich said in answer to a question. 
“T think everything possible will be 
done in Washington and elsewhere 
to make the presént upward trend 
continue.” Perkins was equally op- 
timistic. 
In urging Federal Reserve offi- 
¢ials to act at once to ctre the 
evils bound up with excess funds, 
Aldrich said: 

“The question of timing correc- 
tive action is a matter with which 
the heads of central banks since 
the war have almost invariably 
found it difficult to deal The is- 
sue always presents itself as a 
Choiée between preventive action 
@nd curative action. Frequently 

when the business situation is over- 
délicate or when conflicting pur- 
poses are involved, central banks 
aré apt to postpone preventive ac- 
tion until indubitable signs of crisis 
manifest themselves and drastic 
curative action béecémes mandatory. 

“We are now at the stage en 
preventive action can be taken with 
& minimum of adverse effects and 
thereby forestall more drastic cur- 
ative action latér on.” 

Conibination Program. 

He recommended a combination 
program of raising reserve require- 
ments and disposal of whatever 
pereesticn necessary of the $2,430,-

Perkins dwelt with obstacles in 
the path of banks in placing sound 
loans.

WARBURG ADVISES U. 3. 


Defeat of Roosevelt Might Turn 
World Tide, He Declares . 
in Speech. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 15. — James P. 
Warburg, banker and former eco- 
nomic adviser to the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, said today that the 
status of constitutional democracy 
in the United States “has become 
extremély doubtful” since March, 


1933. 

In a speech prepared for deliv- 
ery before the Association of Gpm- 
merce, the former vice-chairman of 
the Bank of the Manhattan Co., re- 
newed his criticism of President 
Roosevelt, and said the world-wide 
trend toward dictatorships in gov- 
ernment since the war was the re- 
sult of broken political promises 
and failure of citizens to exercise 
the right to govern themselves. 

“T have been outspoken in my 
criticism of the present administra- 
tion,” he said, “and it is certainly 
not my purpose here to rétract one 
word of what I have said. But— 

“If this administration has 
brought us to the brink of relin- 
quishifg our right of self-govern- 
ment and becoming vassal subjects 
of ah arbitrary Federal authority— 

“If this administration has inter- 
fered with the economic lifé of our 
country to an unwarranted de 
gree— 

“If this administration has played 
Havoe with our ¢urfency, dishon- 
ored otir national promises, and 
spent the people’s money heedlessly 
and wastefully in pursuit of a 
strangé mixture of Utopian dreams 
and déynically practical partisan 
purposes— 

“Tf all these things are true, they 
are trué partly because Mr. Roose- 
velt repudiated his pre-election 
promises, but even more because 
we have failed to exercise diligently 
that fundamental right to govern 
ourselves Which is the essence of 
America.” 

He said he did not believe the 
President could bé re-électéd “as 
the champion of the Democratic 
principle,” but “must stand for a 
continuance of the world-wide trend 
away from democracy towards dic- 
tatorships—in thé next election.” 

“If he is élected,” he went on, 
“it seetis inevitable that the trend 
will continue further—just how far 
no Grie Gan téll. If he is defeated 

. » « thén it is quite possible that 
the tide will turn throughout the 
world.” ,

STATUE OF LIBERTY REPAIRED 
WITH $33,000 FROM PWA 


New Copper Strips Put on Heating 
System in Order, Torch Is 
Gone Over. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—The Statue 
of Liberty, which will be 50 years 
old in October, has been repaired 

with $33,000 in PWA funds. 

Yéars had blackened the green 
copper statue, its heating system 
was faulty and the torch needed 
work on it. 

Each year the statue on Bedloe’s 
Island, a mile off the Battery, costs 
thé Government $19,000. Its electric 
light bill alone is $8000. Power 
lines run from nearby New Jersey. 
The repairs include sandstone 
flooring in the tunnels of its ped- 
estal, light tile walling and new 
strips of copper. A quarter of a 
million persons walk up the 161 
steps from the feet to the head 
every year. 
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SUPREME COURT HEARS 
NEWSPAPER TAX CASE 


Attorneys for 13 Louisiana Pub- 
lications Argue Against 
Huey Long Act. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15. — The 
constitutionality of a Louisiana law 
taxing newspaper, magazine and 
motion picture advertisements was 
argued in the Supreme Court yes- 
terday. The decision will be an- 
nounced within a few weeks. The 
act has been held unconstitutional! 
by a three-Judge Federal district 
court in Louisiana. 

The measure imposes a 2 per cent 
gross receipts tax on publications 
with a weekly circulation of 20,000 
or more, 

During two hours of argument, 
accusations were made by attorneys 
for 13 Louisiana newspapers that 
the law violated thé constitutional 
guarantee of a free press and was 
advanced by the late Senator Long 
for a “purély punitive purpose” 
against the newspapers. 

This was disputed by Charles J. 
Rivet, special assistant the Louis 
iana Attorney-General, who con- 
tended that a tax on advertisemente 
in no way affected liberty of speech 
or of the press. He also insisted 
newspapers were corporations 
which did not enjoy the privileges 
and immunities of citizens. 

Esmond Phelps, New Orleans at- 
torney, and co-publisher of the New 
Orleans Timés-Picayune, contended 
the fourteenth amendment te the 
Constitution protected newspapers 
in the “right of liberty against 
State action.” 

Elisha Hanson of Washington 
joined with him in contending the 
only tax newspapers should be com- 
pelled to pay was one “levied on 
all citizens.” 

“There should be no diserimina- 
tion,” Hanson asserted.' “No tax 
should be levied on the life blood of 
a newspaper. That’s what adver- 
_ tising is.” , 


'BONDHOLDERS’ GROUP GRANTED 
HEARING ON MO, PAC, PLAN 


Iron Mountain Committee Opposes 
Van Sweringen Program of 
Reorganization. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to- 
day authorized a protective commit- 
tee protesting against the Van 
Sweringen plan for reorganization 
of thé Missouri Pacific to intervene 

in a hearing on the plan. 

The committee, headed by R. G. 
Page, vice-president of the Bankers’ 
Trust Co. of New York, told the com- 
mission it represented $16,204,000, or 
46 per cent of tne St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain and Southern Railway 
Co.’s river and gulf division first 
mortgage 4 per cent bonds.

DISPUTE OVER HULL 
IN NEUTRALITY HEARING 


Witness Withdraws °* Remark 
That Secretary Backed 
League Sanctions. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan, 15. — The 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 
forced withdrawal yesterday of a 
remark that Secretary of State Hull 
had backed League of Nations sanc- 
tions against Italy. 

The committee is holding hear- 
ings on administration neutrality 
legislation, which would provide 
mandatory embargoes on arms and 
munitions for belligerents, permis- 
sive embargoes on war materials, 
and restrictions on financial as- 
sistance to warring countries. 

Spokesmen for Sons of Italy of 
America, American Friends of Italy, 
and League for American Neutral- 
ity demanded that Italy and Ethi- 
opia be exempted from additional 
neutrality legislation on the ground 
it would be discriminatory against 
them. . 

Joining in that argument, Frank 
A. Cassassa of Revere, Mass., said 
that the United States never would 
have been’ embroiled in the World 
War if Woodrow Wilson had not 
been imbued with the idea that he 
was leader of the world. That 
brought a few mumblings from 
committee members. 

Then Cassassa added that Hull 
had written the League in favor of 
sanctions and that his letter ar- 
rived along with those of France 
and England. 

Several committeemen shouted, 
“Prove it!” Chairman McReynolds 
(Demi.), Tennessee, obviously dis 
pleased, dismissed the witness and 
told him to obtain proof. On his 
return, Cassassa withdrew his 
charge. 

The committee intends to have 
Hull and Undersecretary of State 
Castle testify. 

Peter Sabbatino, New York law- 
yer and president of the American 
Friends of Italy, said he thought 
the neutrality bill was exactly the 
kind that would be suggested by 
the British Prime Minister. 

“I do not believe the United 
States Government should write an 
insurance policy for the British Em- 
pire,” he said. 


CHICAGO BOARD OF TRADE 
EXPELS ONE OF ITS MEMBERS 


Also Announces Termination of 
Corporate Privileges of Rosen- 
baum Grain Corporation. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—The Board 
of Trade announced yesterday the 
expulsion of Emanuel F. Rosen- 
baum and the suspension of Edwin 
S. Rosenbaum for five years, and 
the termination of corporate priv- 
jleges heretofore enjoyed on tho ex- 
change by the Rosenbaum Grain 
Corporation. 

This action was an outgrowth of 
the corporation’s application for re- 
organization under the revised Fed- 
eral Bankruptcy Act. 

The penalties were fixed by 
Board of Trade directors last Oct. 
2%, but execution was withheld 
pending injunction which the Ros- 
enbaum corporation obtained. 

United States District Judge Wil- 
liam H. Holly dissolved the stay 
order yesterday. His decision term- 
inated action carried on for the 
last nine months by the grain ex- 
change for the right to enforce its 
rules.

MIDNIGHT DEADLINE STANDS 
FOR CITY DRIVERS’ LICENSES 


No Postponement, Says Director of 
Streets; Only 148,000 Have 
Permits So Far. 


St. Louisans who drive in the city 
without driver’s licenses after mid- 
night tonight will@e subject to ar- 
rest. Director of Streets and Sew- 
ers Frank J. McDevitt said today 
that his letter to the Chief of Police 
asking that the law be enforced at 
that time still stands, and there ~7ill 
be no postponement of the deadline, 
although only 148,660 out of the esti- 
mated total of 400,000 St. Louis mo- 
torists had their applications ap- 
proved up to today. 

Only about half the applicants 
who passed have received their li- 
censes through the mail, difficulty 
with the machines photostating the 
licenses having caused delay. How- 
ever, applicants who have not re- 
ceived their licenses may show po 
lice their receipts, if questioned.

The license bureau in the Munici- 
pal Auditorium Exposition Hall will 
remain open until 9 o’clock, tonight. 
The crowd today was no larger than 
it has been for the past week, and 
apparently today’s applications will 
total about 12,000, making around

BILL TO CUT AUTO LICENSES 
DECLARED LEGALLY DRAWN 


City Counselor Says He Will So 
Advise Mayor Who Is Ex- 
pected to Veto It. 

City Counselor Edgar H. Way- 
man said today that the proposed 
ordinance passed yesterday by the 
Board of Aldermen, reducing city 
automobile license taxes in virtual- 
ly every classification, was legally 
drawn. He said he would so ad- 
vise Mayor Dickmann, who is ex- 
pected to veto the bill. 

A question as to the legality of 
the ordinance was raised yesterday 
when it was presented to the 
board. It is apparent that one of 
the results of the bill will be to 
embarrass the Mayor in his efforts 
to balance the city’s budget or at 
least reduce the deficit by the end 
of the fiscal year in April. 

License Collector Fred A. Renick 
said today that the bill would re- 
sult in a reduction of city revenues 
of about $200,000, as the largest re- 
duction in licenses was provided in 
the 36 to 48 horsepower bracket, in 
which the majority of automobiles 
fall.

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NATIONAL GRANGE 
SUBMITS TS OWN 
FARM, PROGRAM 


Plan Embodies Ever-Nor- 
mal Granary Idea, Export 
Debenture and Expansion 
of Markets.

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 15. — The 

National Grange submitted to the 

Senate Agricultural Committee to- 


day a 10-point farm program to re- 
place the invalidated Agricultural 
Adjustment Act. — 

Grange officers said it represent- 
ed a crystallization of farm senti- 
ment against proposals to control 
agricultural production through 
subsidized soil cdnservation along 
lines adopted by Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace’s farm conference 
last week. 

The Grangé asked Congress to 
provide: : 

1. An appropriation for the com- 
pletion of contracts entered into in 
good faith and partly carried out 
by farmers. 

2. A soil conservation program 
embodying wise rotation of crops 
and a system of Government ren- 
tals to build up national resources. 

3. Hastening of the retirement of 
marginal and sub-marginal lands 
for foresting conservation, recrea- 
tional and wild life uses. 

4. Retention and expansion of 
the Surplus Commodity Corpora- 
tion to deal with agricultural sur- 
pulses by the following means: 

(A) Maintain an ever-normal 
granary by farm storage and com- 
modity loans. 

(B) Export surpluses, using the 
export debenture and other meas- 
ures best ‘suited. 

(C) Provide new and industrial 
uses for farm produce with special 
attention to by-products. 

(D) Develop new crops and new 
markets. 

(E) Furnish relief supplies. 

For Control of Imports. 

5. Protect American markets for 
American farmers. 

(A) Establish facilities for con- 
trolling agricultural imports 
through permits, such permits to be 
available only on showing of actual 
need and non-competition with 
American products. 

(B) Rewrite reciprocal treaty 
law, providing for ratificatjon . by 
the Senate and repeal of the most- 
favored-nation clause. 

(C) Eliminate much of the agri- 
cultural free list, establishing rates 
on these items on a revenue msis 
to obviate other forms of taxation 
for support of the farm program. 

6. Provide an “honest dollar,” 
just to debtors and creditor alike, 
and preventing uncontrolled infla- 
tion or deflation. 

7. Support the building of farm- 
er-owned and farmer-controlled co- 
operatives as a matter of sound 
national policy. 

8. Maintain ample rural credit 
facilities. Transfer greater power 
to co-operative associations and bor- 
rowers. Provide crop insurance 
and maintain interest rates at the 
lowest possible level. 

9. Center all land use problems 
in the Department of Agriculture. 
We oppose the transfer of the For- 
estry Service to any other depart- 
ment of Government. 

10. Consider consumer interest 
and seek to expand consumption of 
all American grown farm products. 

Statement by Grange. 

The Grange program, which also 
is to be submitted to the National 
Agricultural Conference meeting on 
Thursday, was accompanied by the 
following statement: 

“We do not agree with those who 
believe that it is possible to revive 
legislation that has been declared 
unconstitutional simply by restat- 
ing its purpose. Neither do we sup- 
port those who hold that all com 
rective agricultural legislation is 
doomed. The Grange believes that 
we can under the Constitution and 
recent decisions of the Supreme 
Court provide a workable program 
of value.” 

Grange officers were said to have 
incorporated the first three points 
of their program as a friendly ges- 
ture toward the administration, but 
points four and five, providing for 
subsidized exports and a tightening 
of agricultural tariff schedules, 
were regarded by them as constitut- 
ing the heart of the plan. 

The administration program, as 
it now, stands, is based on subsi- 
dized soil conservation aimed at 
production control. 

As the administration worked on 
its plans, a majority of the Senate 
Agriculture Committee expressed 
the opinion in interviews that any 
program for regulating crops in 
conjunction with soil conservation 
would be unconstitutional under 
the decision by which the Supremé 
Court invalidated the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act. 

Norris’ View. 

Eleven of the 18 Senators on the 
Agriculture Committee, including 
most of the ranking members, 
agreed in the opinion first given 
by Senator Norris of Nebraska. 
Norris said that in view of the AAA 
decision, he doubted if any such 
crop control plan would be upheld. 
Seven members expréssed sup- 
port for the Norris proposal to cur- 
tail the Supreme Court’s power to 
invalidate legislation, though they 
did not agree on the method. Most 
of the others felt that some way 
to help agriculture could be found 
within constitutional limitations, as 
defined by the Supreme Court. 
Chairman Smith (Dem.), South 
Carolina, was. one of those who 
thought, with Norris, that the plan 
favored by the administration 
would be unconstitutional. He took 
exception, however, to Norris’ pro- 
posal for curtailing the court’s 


powers. Smith contended that the 
farm problem could be handled by 
state compacts, instead of through 
Federal legislation, together with a 
system of agricultural banks. 
Smith suggested that the cotton 
states band together to control 
production of that commodity; the 
wheat states to regulate that crop, 
under the constitutional provision 
for compacts between the states. 
Others Agree With Norris. 
Those who agreed with Norris 
that the tentative administration 
farm program would not get around 
the Supreme Court’s opinion in- 
cluded, in addition to Smith: 
McNary, Republican leader; Me- 
Gill (Dem.) Kansas; Schwellenbach 
(Dem.), Washington; Thomas 
(Dem.), Oklahoma; Murphy (Dem.), 
Iowa; Bulow (Dem.), South Dako- 
ta; Frazier (Rep.), North Dakota; 
Norbeck (Rep.), South Dakota, and 
Pope (Dem.), Idaho. 
Those agreeing with Norris’ 
view that the court’s power should 
be curtailed were Schwellenbach, 
Thomas, Frazier, Norbeck and 
Pope. McGill said he also would 
agree if nothing else could be 
worked out. 
Norris favors establishment of a 
special lower court to hear consti- 
tutional cases and he would require 
a unanimous decision from the Su- 


preme Court to. invalidate a law. 

Several committee members ¢xX- 
pressed doubt as to the constitu- 
tionality. of the proposed new farm 
plan, but wanted to go ahead with 
it, or with something else such as 
Federal regulation ¢f surplus crops. 
They included McGill (Dem.), and 
Capper (Rep.), of Kansas; Mc- 
Nary; Bilbo (Dem.), Mississippi; 
Moore (Rep.), New Jersey; Mur- 
phy; Bulow; Shipstead (Farmer- 
Labor), Minnesota, and Hatch 
(Dem.), New Mexico. 

Comptroller-General McCarl said 
yesterday that Agricultural Depart- 
ment funds could be used only to 
carry on those AAA functions not 
invalidated by the court—which left 
the question of how many AAA em- 
ployes will get pay checks tomor- 
row still in doubt.

RUSSIAN DECIPHERS 
AQOC-YEAR-OLD TABLET 


Soviet Expert’s Translation 
Said to Cast New Light 
on Biblical Stories. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Jan. 15.—Fragments 
of ancient Phoenician Temple rec- 
ords, which Bolshevists say cast 
new light on Biblical stories, were 
made public here today. <A 4000- 
year-old tablet, discovered in Syria 
in 1930 by a French expedition, was 
deciphered by the Soviet Oriental 
language expert I. Ravrevy, from 
inscriptions previously believed to 
be untranslatable. 

Particular importance was at- 
tached by Soviet students to a 
passage apparently referring to the 
deluge. As constructed by Rav- 
revy from the badly-damaged tablet 
it said: 

“Baal opened the windows of 
Heaven. And with his voice Baal 
thundered. And Baal revealed his 
mysteries. He lighted the valleys 
and encircled the mountains. 
“Baal’s cyclone embraced the for- 
ests. It crackled and roared up to 
the edges of the valley. 

“Said Alaan-Baal: ‘The diluvium 
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is raging. Do not fear, do not fear, 
we will restore you from the dig- 
asters.’ ” 

Ravrevy said he thought the tab- 
let had been inscribed 4000 years 
ago and referred to a period 1000 
years before that. 

The records were found, accord- 
ing to accounts published here, by 
French archeologists in the ruins 
of a temple unearthed at Rassham- 
ra, the site of ancient Phoenicia. 

Differing from ancient writings, 
they remained untranslated until 
they were lent to the Russians and 
Ravrevy discovered the key to their 
meaning.

Sterling E. Edmunds Cites Surveys 
Indicating Reduced Employment 
in Two States. 

Sterling E. Edmunds, director of 
the National Committee for Pro- 
tection of Child, Family, School and 
Church, which has opposed efforts 
of the National Child Labor Com- 
mittee to obtain a Federal child-

Attacks Them as They Sleep 
at West Chester, Pa.,—

Apparently deranged, Mrs. Joseph 
Oberle beat her three children to 
death with a three-foot pinch bar 
while they slept early today, and 
then tried to kill herself.

15.—Nearly 15,000 Finnish families 
of Swedish descent have adopted 
Finnish names as a New Year ges- 
ture towards developing Finnish 
nationalism. Municipal and regis- 
try clerks are working overtime to 
deal with applications to drop old 
Swedish names in favor of Finnish. 
Although the change is entirely 
voluntary, since Swedish and Fin- 
nish are both official languages, it 
has been prompted by the intensive 
propaganda for a “pure” Finnish 
tongue, 
The very use of the Swedish lan- 
guage, dating back to days when 
Finland was conquered and suled 
by Sweden, has been the subject of 
agitation. Finnish has now sup- 
planted Swedish as the instruction 
language at MHelsingfors Univer- 
sity. Towns and villages are be- 
ing renamed. Finnish students are 
especially active in the campaign 
to eradicate the dual language sys- 
tem. 
How to find sufficient new fam- 
ily names is proving a problem and 
in many cases the Swedish name is 
merely being lengthened through a 
Finnish ending. This is proving 
confusing to postal authorities. 
Swedish names still abound 
among high government officials, 
however, while many industrial 
leaders, the majority of whom are 
Swedish, have yet to join the pro- 
cession to the registry office.

Senate Committee Writes

not learn of the treaties until the 
Paris peace conference. 

Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
had been reading from communica- 
tions in which the State Depart- 
ment was told that Britain and 
France had been compelled to sign 
a secret pact promising Constanti- 
nople and the Dardanelles to Im- 
perial Russia, as the price of pre- 
venting Russia from making a se- 
cret peace with the Central Powers. 

“I think it would be well to state 
at this point,” Nye said, “that docu-

against Germany. It was under the 
head of such “modifications and ad- 
ditions” that Great Britain enun- 
ciated the doctrine of “ultimate 
consumption,” under which neu- 
trals were prohibited from ship- 
ping certain commodities to cer- 
tain neutral ports on the ground 
they weré intended ultimately for 
Germany. 


Embargo on Materials. 


Subsequently the British Govern- 
ment declared an embargo on the 
shipment of any raw materials from 
the British Dominions. The em- 
bargoed commodities included rub- 
ber, hides, wool, jute and others 
which the United States imported 
in large quantities. The embargo 
aroused wide protest in this coun- 
try whereupon the British relented 
and inaugurated the system by 
which certain manufacturers were 
licensed to receive British raw ma- 
terials provided they pledged them- 
selves to ship the completed prod- 
ucts only to Great Britain. 

Acting on numerous complaints 
from American business men, 
Bryan asked Sir Cecil Spring Rice, 
British Ambassador, whether the 
British rule also prohibited Amer- 
ican importers of British raw ma- 
terials from selling the manufac- 
tured products inside the United 
States and was told it did. | 

“Thus,” commented Senator 
Clark, “Great Britain asserted a 
right to regulate our trade, not 
only with neutrals outside the war 
zone, but inside our own country.” 

In December of the same year 
Ambassador Gerard reported from 
Berlin that Germans bitterly re- 
sented the export of munitions 
from the United States to Great 
Britain, regarding it as unneutral. 
Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska, ap- 
parently apprehending that this 
trade would lead to serious com- 
plications, introduced a resolution 
in the Senate prohibiting the ex- 
port of munitions to any belliger- 
ent. 


British Interest in Bill. 


Sir Edward Grey, the _ British 
Foreign Minister, expressed _ the 
hépe to Sir Cecil that the resolu- 
tion would not pass. Sir Cecil was 
reassured on tnat point by Bryan, 
who added that, while he and 
Hitchcock were both from Nebras- 
ka, “he is not friendly to me.” 

“Not content,” Clark said, “with 
imposing restrictions on our own 
domestic trade, the British Foreign 
Office now undertook to say what 
legislation should be passed by the 
United States Senate.” 

Continued shipment of American 
munitions in rapidly increasing vol- 
ume to the allies brought a protest 
in April, 1915, from German Ambas- 
sador von Bernstorff, who declared 
the Kaiser’s Government could not 
conceive how the provisioning and 
arming of its enemies could be con- 
sidered neutral conduct. He point- 
ed out that, in contrast, the only 
American ship which had attempt- 


‘ed to carry supplies to Germany 


had been seized by British war ves- 
sels, and its cargo confiscated. He 
complained that the United States 
Government had done nothing 
about this, and added: 

“The Imperial Embassy must 
therefore assume that the United 
States Government acquiesces in 
this violation of international law.’ 


Bryan denied that the incident 
had constituted a breach of interna- 
tional law, and asserted, moreover, 
that American trade in war mate- 
rials was wholly in accord with in- 
ternational law. 

“In other words,” Clark explained, 
“our Government simply held that 
we had no power to change the 
terms of international law after war 
broke out.” 

However, the gentle rain of war 
orders did not fall alike on. all 
American business men, and there 
were numerous and bitter. com- 
plaints that British restrictions on 
our foreign trade were threatening 
many American business men with 
disaster, and in October, 1915, we 
protested to the British Govern- 
ment. The State Department de- 
clared we “could not submit to il- 
legal curtailment of our rights.”

GOVERNMENT AGREES T0 TEST 
OF 1933 SECURITIES ACT 


Promoter Raises Question As_ to 
Right to Require Registration 
of New Stocks. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The 
Government accepted yesterday a 
challenge to test the constitution- 
ality of the 1933 Securities Act in 
the Supreme Court. in a memor- 
andum, Solicitor-General Stanley 
Reed agreed that a case brought by 
J. Edward Jones, oil stock promo- 
ter, raised the question whether the 
Government has the right to re- 
quire registration of new _ securi- 
ties. 

The case grew out of Jones’ re- 
fusal to answer a subpena_ issued 
by the Securities Commission in 
connection with registration for 
an issue of oil royalties which the 
commission alleged contained “un- 
true statements.” 

Reed said the issue was of “obvi- 
ous public importance,” but he 
sought to limit the test “to the 
question of the power of Congress 
to enact the registration require- 
ment” of the act. Jones has at- 
tacked it on other points, including 
that of excessive delegation of 
legislative authority. 


DEFENDS PREFERENTIAL PRICE 
AT ANTI-TRUST HEARING 


Attorney for Goodyear Co. Says 
Sears, Roebuck Is Its Largest 
Customer. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Price 
differentials to Sears, Roebuck & 
Co. were defended before the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission today by 
counsel for the Goodyear Tire & 
Rubber Co. on the ground of that 
the quantity business obtained jus- 

tified them. 

The commission is hearing final 
arguments on its citation of the 
Goodyear. Co. for alleged violation 
of the Clayton Anti-trust Act 
through price discrimination in its 
contract to make tires for Sears, 
Roebuck. A provision of the act 
permits discrimination on account 
of quantity among other reasons. 

“No one has ever denied the mo- 
tive of this contract was to secure 
an enormous volume of new busi- 
ness,” Grover Higgins, Goodyear at- 
torney, told the commission. 

Higgins said the dollar volume of 
purchases of tires by Sears, Roe- 
buck ranged from 13 to 36 times 
as great as Goodyear’s next largest 
customer. 


COURT BARS LABOR BOARD'S 
INTERFERENCE’ WITH FIRMS 


Temporary Injunction Issued at 
Boston on Behalf of Accused 
Concerns. 

BOSTON, Jan. 15. — The National 
Labor Relations Board was tempo- 
rarily restrained today from “inter- 
fering with the management” of 
two Massachusetts corporations 
which had been cited before the 
board for alleged violation of the 
Wagner-Connery Labor law. Fed- 
eral Judge Elish> H. Brewster 

signed the order. 

The constitutionality of the labor 
law was attacked by the two firms, 
the Lion Shoe Co. of Lynn and the 
A. C. Lawrence Leather _Co., a Maine 
corporation having a plant in Pea- 
body, Mass. 

The question of issuing a perma- 
nent injunction will come _ before 
Judge Brewster next Monday. 

The firms, in their petitions, con- 
tended that “interference” with 
their business, under the law, ccn- 
stituted an infringement of their 
private property rights. 


PUERTO RICANS DEMAND

RUSSIA INGREASES 
STANDING ARMY 10 
1 00,000 MEN 


Step Announced Following 


Doubling of Military Ap- 
propriations Due to Japan 
and Germany. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Jan. 15.—The Soviet 
army has been increased to 1,300,- 
000 men, Assistant Commissar 
War Mikhail Tukhachevsky an- 
nounced today in an address before 


the Central Executive Committee 
of the Communist party. 
After charges last. week by Pre- 


mier Molotoff that the Soviet Union | 


was threatened with war on the 
east by Japan and on the west by 
Germany, the Government an- 
nounced last night its military 
budget for 1936 would be more than 
double that of last year. During 
1935 the standing army was in- 
creased to about 1,000,000 men. 
800,000,000 rubles, (which is $2,960,- 
000,000 under the new exchange rate 
fixed by Russia,) on armed forces, 
Gregory Grinko, Commissar of Fi- 
nance, told the All-Union Central 
Executive Committee. The com- 
mittee unanimously approved the 
proposal. 

Last year’s war budget was 6,- 
500,000,000 rubles, but the expendi- 
tures actually reached more than 
8,500,000,000 rubles. 

The military budget is about 19 
per cent of the total budget an- 
nounced for 1936, which is 78,500,- 
000,000 rubles, ($15,700,000,000 at the 
official rate.) Last year’s total was 
65,500,000,000 rubles, of which only 
10 per cent was devoted to military 
uses. 

Construction Work. 

Grinko also announced that 28,- 
700,000,000 rubles would be used this 
year for construction work, a large 
part of which will go to the recon- 
struction of Moscow and Leningrad. 

Rumors of a coming currency de- 
valuation were officially denied by 
Grinko, who said there would be 
no new currency issue.

It has been gaid that by the appointment of two 
new Justices of the United States Supreme Court, to 
fill vacancies created by death, resignation or retire- 
ment, President Roosevelt could give the court an 
entirely different complexion. 

True it is that two changes might produce a deci- 
sion in conformity with the views of the minority 
of three in the AAA case, but how about several other 
decisions of the court invalidating acts of Congress 
under the present administration? The vote against 
the NRA was 9 to 0; against the origina) Farm 
Moratorium Act (not strictly a New Deal measure, 
but signed by the President), 9 to 0; against Federa! 
regulation of “hot oil” shipments, 8 to 1; against 
the conversion of building and loan associations into 
federally-chartered bodies in contravention of state 
laws, 9 to 0. In addition, there was the unanimous 
vote of the court against Mr. Roosevelt's dismissal 
of Trade Commissioner Humphrey for the sole reason 
that the latter’s mind did not go along with the 
President's. It would have required wholesale 
changes in the court's personne] to produce different 
decisions in these cases. 

But let the speculation be confined to the effects 
of two changes. Could Mr. Roosevelt be assured in 
advance that his two new Judges would join the dis- 
senting members in the AAA case? It must be taken 
for granted, of course, that neither he nor any other 
President would enter into a bargain with a prospec- 
tive appointee. Then the argument must be, on the 
part of those who foresee a “liberalization’’ of the 
‘court if the President has the opportunity, that in 
making his appointments he would give controlling 
weight to the political and economic philosophy, or 
what he conceived to be the political and economic 
philosophy, of the men under review. Even so, could 
he be assured of getting from his appointees the kind 
of opinions, on points of constitutional interpretation, 
that he would like to have? 

The recent history of the Supreme Court suggests 
that a large element of uncertainty would remain, 
Se it must be, inevitably, when able, sincere and out- 
standing men-—and we must assume the appointment 
ef such men by all our Presidents—are set apart 
from politica) life, placed in an ivery tower, so to 
speak, given complete economic security and charged 
with the duty of settling constitutional questions on 
the sole basis of what they believe the Constitution

We have only to go back to the NRA decision to 
see how hazardous is prophecy regarding the opinian 
ef any Justice in a given case. There was a wide- 
spread popular assumption, based on a misunder- 
standing of the court’s true function, that the /ate 
of the NRA weuld be settled by a closely divided vote, 
The result was precisely the centrary.

To 
the great chagrin of the President, Holmes went the 
other way, with the incidental result that the cor- 
dial personal relations that had existed between the 
two were broken. Woodrow Wilson chose fer the 
court Justices McReynolds and Brandeis. If he hoped

This would mean taking the AAA decision 
ag a criterion, that four Justices would have to be 
added, The right of Congress to regulate the size 
ef the court is unquestioned, but the proposal that 
this power be used to procure a majority for an ad- 
ministration program is ytterly vicious.

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TEMPERATE MR. WINANT, 

Those whe read the outline of what the Social 
Security Board hopes to aecomplish this year, as 
set forth by its chairman, John G. Winant of New 
Hampshire, for the Associated Press, read a com- 
mendably lucid and moderate exposition. For Mr. 
Winant did not hail the Social Security Act as a 
cure-all for our social ills. Indeed, he explicitly 
stated that its administrators do not expect it to 
end economic depressions. The most which they ex- 
pect of it is that it will eperate as an economic 
‘bumper for the country in periods of prolonged un- 
employment, This temperateness, which comes as 
no surprise to persons who have followed Mr. 
Winant’s services as Governor of New Hampshire 
and in other important posts, is particularly desir- 
able in this instance. A grandiose prediction of 
what the Social Security Act is to accomplish would 
raise hopes that could never be realized. The course 
of moderation is both wiser and kinder. 
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CRISIS IN PINCKNEYVILLE. 

A major controversy is being waged under our 
very noses and going virtually unnoticed. We have 
in mind, of course, the battle in Pinckneyville, I11., 
provoked by a movement to junk the fire bel] and 
set up a siren in its place. City officials, supported 
by the younger element of the town, bent on the 
so-called modernization, are even willing to hold 
a benefit show to raise the purchase price of the 
siren. Fortunately, the municipal budget makes 
no provision for such an expenditure at this writing 
and those wiser folk who would keep the trusted 
fire bell on the job are having a chance to organize 
their forces. 

For our sympathies, we may as well make plain, 
are on the side of the fire bell, In recent years, 
with residents of other communities long since de- 
nied the ringing of the fire bell in the middle of the 
night, the people of Pinckneyville have continued to 
enjoy that old-time experience. Not all of us could 
go to Pinckneyville again to live through the clarion 
alarm and the subsequent dash, partially-clad, to 


the fire, but it has been good to know that Pinck- 
neyville has stayed by the bell. The choice is be- 
tween undistinguishing imitation and the preserva- 
tion of an honorable institution. Can it be that the 
good people of Pinckneyville will fail the rest of 
us in this hour of crisis? 
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THE ARENA AS AN ARMORY? 

Once again, the proposal is made that the City 
of St. Louis acquire the Arena, this time for use 
as an armory. An aldermanic committee hag been 
appointed to make an inquiry and to submit a re-- 
port, The purchase, if made, would be financed by 
an item in the 1954 publie works bond issue, setting 
aside $1,000,000 for “acquisition by construction or 
purchase of a new National Guard armory.” 

The persistence with which the owners of the 
Arena have tried to sell it to the city arises from 
the fact that, as a private money-making enterprise, 
it has been a failure. There is no reason to sup- 
pose that its financial status would improve under 
city management. Thus, there has grown up a 
natural resentment at the idea of reimbursing the 
Arena’s promoters out of the city treasury and of 
placing a white elephant on the taxpayers’ shoulders. 

On the other hand, since in any case the city is 
te have an armory'and no armory is a self-support- 
ing institution, the idea of using the Arena for the 
purpose deserves serious consideration. If the 
Arena can be purchased at a bargain price (it is said 
$750,000 was asked for building and grounds during 
the second Miller administration), it might be bet- 
ter to acquire it than to build a new armory. 

In view of somewhat suspicious circumstances in 
past negotiations, however, the motto of the city in 
the eurrent propesal should be, “Stop, look and

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TO THE ALTON TELEGRAPH, CONGRATULATIONS! 

Our felicitations cross the river today te the Alton 
Evening Telegraph, which is celebrating a century 
of existence with the publication of a 100-page edi- 
tion—a page for every year. A life of 100 years is 
not exceptional in the newspaper world of the Hast, 
but it is a rarity out here where the wilderness kept 
the founding of social institutions for a later day. 
St. Louis, which was founded before Alton, hag no 
journal which goes back as far. 

Much of the commemorative edition is given over 
to the history of Alton and the surrounding area. 
This is as it should be, Clio, muse of history, has 
written down the name of Alton on more than one 
important occasion. Lincoln and Douglas met there 
for the seventh time in their historic verbal battle 
of 1858. It was the fall of the year, and the red- 
ness of the leaves might have been in memory of 
Blijah P. Lovejoy, who had given hig life on the 
streets of Alton 25 years before in the cause which 
the tall, gaunt country lawyer appealed to the high- 
est court of all, the people, 

The city which knew such stirring scenes and its 
venerable newspaper have our best wishes for the 
years to come. 

HOWARD HUGHES’ FLIGHT. 

Howard Hughes, a movie producer, stole a march 
en professional aviators and captured the west-to- 
east trans-continental speed record. He flew from 
Burbank, Cal., to New York in less than nine hours 
and a half, with an average speed of close te 260 
miles an hour for the entire distance. For one long 
stretch, he flew at 295 miles an hour. Most of the 
distance, Hughes maintained an altitude of 18,000 
feet, 

If the details of this exploit fail to arouse the 
imagination, it is because that human faculty has 
been assailed by the brilliant feats of aviation in 
the last decade to the point where it no longer reacts 
normally. The revelution in transportation from 
the comparatively recent covered wagon era is stun- 
ningly complete. Man's ingenuity and courage recog- 
nize no obstacles. Here's to Howard Hughes! 
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MUSSOLINI'S MULES. 

The Missouri mule is ene of the hardiest beasts 
known to man, His race has a record of grit, deter- 
mination, stamina and ruggedness that is unsur> 
passed in the animal kingdom's annals. So when 
it ig reported that this indomitable creature is wilt- 
ing in the forbidding elimate of Ethiopia, that’s 
news, Twenty per cent of the Italian army’s Amer- 
ican mules (many of them from Missouri) have 
given up the ghost, says the report. The survivors, 
it is said, have become acclimated and will "live 
forever.” That isn’t news; it’s characteristic. 

Does the Italian censor who passed this dispatch 
realize its significance? A climate that takes such 
a death rate among these practically. indestruetible 
creatures must be a veritable Black Hole of Caleytta 
for Mugsolini’s human cannon fodder. Missourians 
who know intimately the mule’s indomitable qual- 
ities will realize the impert of the situation and un- 
derstand fully what Mussolini is up against.

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MR. WINTER ANNOUNCES, 

Edward H,. Winter of Jefferson City, who wag de- 
feated by Gov. Park in the Democratic landslide of 
1932, is the first Republican to announce his candi- 
dacy for Goyernor. Mr. Winter is a man of wide ex- 
perience in State affairs. He published newspapers 
at Warrenton and Jefferson City; he served three 
terms in the lower house of the Missouri Legislature 
and was Speaker in 1927; he became Lieutenant- 
Governor in 1928. As in 19332, 
his campaign on opposition to the bosg rule of Tom 
Pendergast. 

The importance of the Republican nomination ap- 

pears to have been measurably increased by the de- 
cision of William Hirth, Migsouri farm leader, to 
enter the Democratic primary contest and make an 
issue of Pendergast bossism. It will not be surpris- 
ing, therefore, if other Republicans ese Mr. Win- 
ter, encouraged by the hope of antanti-boss exodus 
from the Democratic ranks if Mr. Hirth is defeated 
in the primary election, decide to toss their hats into 
the ring.

After the AAA 


HERE ig a very good reason why there 

has been ne wailing and gnashing of 

teeth at the judicial destruction of the 
AAA, It is that the court has cleared the 
ground for a far better agricultural pro- 
gram. Without some such general sweep- 
ing away of the emergency devices of the 
AAA and the powerful vested interests and 
sectional lobbies which it was establishing, 
it would have taken years of educational] 
effort, probably years ef disappointing ef- 
fort, to induce Congress te consider seri- 
ously a truly national pregram. The far- 
sighted agricultural] leaders have known for 
many months that they were in a sense 
the prisoners of the AAA's success, The 
thing worked so well to satisfy immediate- 
ly the more politically pewerful farmers 
that very little progress could be made in 
substituting a better policy. 

Yet AAA, though a justifiable expedient, 
was bound in the long run to become an 
economic and political monstrosity. The 
theory that the price of a few commodities 
selected out of all the products of the farms 
must be maintained at a level fixed by Con- 
gress meant that sooner or later Congress 
would succumb to the temptation to raise 
this price on some or all of them in order 
to play gectiona] politics. The initia) basis 
of AAA, which was te freeze the right to 
produce certain commodities on particular 
farms and then te create a vested right 
among established farmers as against new 
farmers, was thoroughly objectionable. The 
delivery of Government checks for not pro- 
dusing certain commodities was universal- 
ly disliked, 

* « ° 

Yet, without some such decisive ending 
to this emergency system, it would almost 
certainly have perpetuated itself, would 
have degenerated into a scandal as great 
as that of the tariff lobbies, and would 
have discredited the whole conception of 
a national policy for agriculture. 

ln considering the new policy ta be of- 
fered to Congress, it should he said that 
there is plenty of official material avail- 
able to show that Secretary Wallace has 
not pulled another white rabbit out of his 
hat. It ig probably true that he has been 
forced to mature his plans more rapidly 
than he expected, But the principles of 
the new policy have been developing for 
much more than a year, and there are plen- 
ty of documents already published which 
expound them. 

What are these principles? The old AAA 
paid the farmer not to produce so much 
wheat, cotton, corn and so forth. The new 
policy proposes to pay him to produce more 
hay and more crops that preserve and re- 
new the fertility of the land. That is the 
essence of the change. Instead of a pay- 
ment not to produce an unwanted surplus 
of a few commodities, he is to be paid to 
produce more of these commodities that 
are needed in the interest of more scien- 
tific farming. He will still receive money. 
But the money will be spent to stimulate 
him te conserve and replenish the land. 

a * + 


The fundamental! point which needs to be 
understood is that the excessive production 
of wheat, cotton, corn was not only ruin- 
ous to the farmer’s pocketbook, but ruin- 
ous to the land. There are many millions 
of acres of farm land in America that have 
been plowed up and planted to corn and 


cotten and wheat which ought never to 
have been plewed up. They should have 
been left te grass, There are many acres 
which ought never to be used for those 
ereps because the land is so poor that they 
exhaust it. These acres ought to be plant- 
ed to crops that replenish instead of ex- 
haust the soil, There are many acres of 
land that are not suited to farming at all 
and should be turned back to forest. 

A scientific farm policy, in other words, 
regardless of all questions of the price of 
wheat, corn and cotton, would cal] for less 
wheat, corn and cotton, more hay, more 
legumes, more forests. The problem of 
agricultural adjustment, therefore, is to in- 
duce th~ farmer to farm more scientifical- 
ly, If he farms more scientifically he will 
not only conserve the land, but will do away 
with the surpluses that have been his

There are some interesting figures, pre- 
pared by the Department of Agriculture 
long before the court spoke, which illustrate 
what a scientific use of the land might 
mean in the way of a shift from the soil- 
exhausting to the _ soil-conserving crops, 
They were arrived at by asking the spe- 
cialists in the 48 experiment stations all 
over the country to estimate how many 
acres in their regions should in the long 
run be devoted to different kinds of farm- 
ing. 

In 1929-30, there were 360,000,000 acres of 
harvested crop land. These experts recom- 
mend for the future 355,000,000 acres, In 
other words, they wish to retire a little 
land, but substantially they expect to con- 
tinue to have as many acres in use as there 
are now. But when you look at the par- 
ticular crops, the outlines of the new pol- 
icy become visible. 

Thus they would reduce corn acreage 
from 98,000,000 acres tq 86,000,000; wheat 
from 62,000,000 to 52,000,000; cotton from 
43,000,000 to 38,000,000. On the other hand, 
they would inerease the acreage devoted to 
hay from 68,000,000 to 81,000,000, the acre- 
age devoted to sorghum and soy beans from 
7,000,000 to about 13,000,000. They would 
reduce hog production by somewhat less 
than 10 per cent, would increase all cattle 
by somewhat less than 10 per cent, and they 
would increase the production of milk by 
about 20 per cent. Less wheat, cotton, corn 
and hogs mean less soil-exhausting crops; 
more hay, legumes, cattle and milk mean 
soil-conserving and soil-renewing crops, In- 
stead of crops that cannot be sold profit- 
ably, that are bad for the land when pro- 
duced excessively, there would be crops 
that can be sold, that are needed, that con- 


serve the land. 
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Apart from the problem of administration, 
the governmental question involved is 
whether the United States should pay a 
bounty to agriculture in order to assist its 
prosperity by a more economic manage- 
ment of farms and to conserve the land by 
scientific crop diversification. I do not see 
how it can be doubted that such a policy 
is squarely within the spirit and the letter 
of the powers of Congress under the gen- 
eral welfare clause as the court has  con- 
strued it. What can be more truly a na- 
tional interest than to preserve an agricul- 
tural population capable of feeding and 
clothing the American people and of con-

The 
point at issue is whether the RFC 
must pay State taxes on bank stock 
it has purchased. 

The Maryland Tax Commission 
holds that the RFC is subject to 
the State tax just as any other 
stockholder is. But the bank an- 
swers that a state cannot tax Fed- 
eral holdings. As “a friend of the 
court,” the RFC has filed a brief 
supporting the bank’s position. 

Lawyers think it highly unlikely 
that the Supreme Court will use the 
case to pass on the legality of the 
RFC. But if it follows its policy 
in the AAA case of boing beyond 
the immediafe question and ruling 
on the constitutionality of the 
whole law, then it may very well 
call the turn on the RFC.

Politicians 100 Years Behind Scien- 
tists, Dr. John S. Moore Tells 
Y. M. C. A. Council. — 


The international movement as 
represented by the League of Na- 
tions has resulted from an upris- 
ing of those people in the world 
who pay the price of war, Dr. John 
S. Moore, director of the League 
of Nations’ Association of Ohio, 
said last night in an address be- 
fore the Y. M. C. A. Council. 

The world today is one. commu- 
nity, economically, industrially and 
financially, but not politically, he 
said, and politicians are a hundred 
years behind the _ scientists. The 
isolationist and neutrality talk in 
Washington is “petty” compared to 
the dominent problem of world or- 
ganization, he declared. 

He predicted the growth of world 
public opinion devoted to the col- 
lective system and _ international 
co-operation. He said ignorance 
kept the United States out of the 
World Court; the immediate causes 
being “the Hearst press and a 
demogogue in priest’s robes playing 
upon tribal instincts.”

On June 23, Col. House wrote in 
his diary: “I believe the French and 
British are prolonging the war un- 
necessarily. It is stupid to refuse 
our proffered intervention. . . . It 
would mean the end of militarism, 
but it would also mean the end of 
navalism, and that is where the 
shoe pinches.” 

In July, the British published a 
“blacklist” of 84 American firms. 
Wilson was indignant. He wrote to 
House: 

“IT am, I must admit, about at the 
end of my patience with Great Brit- 
ain and the allies. This blacklist 
business is about the last straw. It 
is becoming clear to me that there 
lies latent in this policy the wish to 
prevent our merchants getting a 
foothold in markets which Great 
Britain has hitherto controlled.” 


Clark introduced a cablegram?y 


from J. P. Morgan & Co. to its Lon- 
don office, stating that “there is 
really strong feeling and we don’t 
believe it is political. The word 
“blacklist” itself is most unpopular 
in American business circles, being 
associated with trade boycotts.” 

It alluded to a critical editorial 
in the New York Times as “fairly 
representative of the attitude of the 
pro-ally press,” and added: “We our- 
selves have regretted the action.” | 

House confided in his diary: “I 
will confess that the allies are irri- 
tating almost beyond endurance. It 
is evident_they are trying to force 
us into war with Germany. Our 
prosperity and growing strength 
madden them.” 

Polk Suggested Embargo. 

House recorded in October that 
he and Under-Secretary Frank 
Polk were agreed that the British 
were “foolish” about the blacklist, 
and that it was a question “how 
far the President will be justified 
in straining our relations with 
Great Britain rather than consent 
to their insolent methods of con- 
ducting their blockade.” Polk sug- 
gested an embargo on both loans 
and gasoline, to “bring the British 
to their senses.” 

But Ambassador Page remained, 
constant to Lord Grey. He suggest- 
ed that the United States should 
go to war to maintain prosperity 
and prevent a depression. 

At this juncture, however, the 
State Department received from 
the Department of Commerce a so- 
bering meorandum stating that the 
time had passed when the United 
States was in a position ot take ef- 
fective measures against the Allies. 

The British had developed their 
own munitions supply, and to cut 
off the other supplies they were ob- 
taining from the United States 
would precipitate a business panic 
which might have a serious influ- 
ence on President Wilson’s forth- 
coming campaign for re-election, 

Note From Gerard. 

From the plainspoken Gerard, in 
Berlin, came a report that the Ger- 
mans were convinced by “the AIl- 
lies’ nasty note to Wilson” on the 
blacklist, that: “The Americans 
are a fat, rich race, without sense 
of honor, and ready to stand for 
anything to keep out of war.” 

In a hitherto unpublished letter, 
Page told Wilson that the Allies 
had concluded a secret pact, and 
that, in order to obtain the Russian 
Czar’s pledge not to make a sep- 
arate peace, Brtain and France 
had been compelled to promise 
Russia Constantinople and _ the 
Dardanelles, 

There was grumbling from a new 
quarter. David R. Francis of St. 
Louis, American Ambassador to 
Russia, wrote to Lansing that the 
Russians were tired of British dic- 
tation, and were saying that “if 
they were going to have a com- 
mercial master, theré was no rea- 
son to change from Germany.” 

Testimony of Wilson. 

Reverting again to J. P. Morgan’s 
personal declaration that subma- 
rine warfare was solely responsi- 
ble for our entrance into the war, 
Clark read from President Wilson’s 
testimony before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee on Aug. 19 
1919. Senator McCumber (Rep.).

NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 15.—The 
late United State Senator Huey P. 
Long’s voice sounded opposition to

Long’s words were broadcast over 
a network of State radio stations 
through a recording made by him 
shortly before he was assassinated 
at Baton Rouge last September. 

The broadcast was sponsored by

Earle Christenberry, secretary of 
Long, said in introduction that 
Long had recorded the speech about 
a week before leaving Washington 
at the close of the last Congress.

U.S. to Issue 
Airmail Special 
Delivery Stamp 


‘It Will Be 16 Cents in De 


nomination, and of Two 
Colors Design. 


CCORDING to an announce- 
ment by Postmaster-General 
James A. Farley the Postoffice 
Department will issue a new 16- 
cent Airmail-Special Delivery post- - 
age stamp which will be printed in 
two colors. The stamp will replace 
the one now being used for airmail- 
special delivery service, which is 
printed in one color, blue. 

The new bicolored 16-cent stamp 
will be placed on sale at the Wash- 
ington Postoffice Feb. 10 and later 
throughout the country. 

The change in color is being made 
so that the stamp will be more dis- 
tinctive and also more easily recog- 
nized by postal employes, enabling 
the Postoffice Department to a 
more prompt and speedy handling 
of all airmail-special delivery let- 
ters. 

The size of the new 16-cent Air- 
mail-Special Delivery stamp will be 
84.100 by 1-44.100 inches and will be 
arranged horizontally. The design 
will be identical with the present 
16-cent Airmail-Special Delivery 
stamp which was issued by the 
Postoffice Department Aug. 31, 
1934. However, the border will be 
in red and the central design, which 
is a reproduction of the great Seal 
of the United States, in blue. 

Stamp collectors may obtain first 
day covers by sending to the Post- 
master at Washington, self-ad- 
dressed envelopes not to exceed a 
total of 10 with cash or postal 
money order covering the value of 
the stamps required for franking. 
Personal checks or other postage 
stamps will not be accepted in pay- 
ment and covers must reach the 
Postmaster, Washington, on or be- 
fore Feb. 9. 

This new stamp will be on sale 
at the Philatelic Agency on Feb. 10, _ 
but the agency will not prepare cov- 
ers for mailing. 

An announcement has been made 
that the Postoffice Department has 
ordered an additional 5,000,000 of 
the 25-cent trans-Pacific Airmail 
stamps. The original printing was 
5,000,000, making a total of 10,000,- 
000. 

An additional 10,000,000 of the 
3-cent Michigan State Centennial 
Commemorative stamp has been 
printed. This will make a total 
issue of 75 million. 

The total receipts for thé first 
six months of the present fiscal 
year totaled $550,180, against $432,- 
538 for the corresponding period of — 
last year, an increase of $117,642.

AUSTRIA—The Charity set is- 
sued in December consisted of six 
denominations picturing military 
heroes. There are 70,000 complete 
sets.
